CJpThe following Ailmirnblc ■suggestions we 
clip from the Valley Farmer. Ia (he neigh- 
borhood of our larger citic*. particularly, we 
think our agricultural societies should pay 
more attention lo the encouragement of the 
fruit and garden vcgotablc intercut. Around 
the immediate vicinity of our own city there 
arc thousand-; of acres cultivated in Irish por n . 
toes nkjne, and we think tho largest premium 
ever offered for ihem by our local society has 
not exceeded ten dollars; so also wilh our or- 
chard products; the encouragement lo their 
production is greatly neglected: 

Prkmicms von OrtcnARDa.— Agricultural 
Societies have increased aud multiplied until we 
believe there is hardly a State in the Union 
that has not its State, or parent Society, and 
in each of these States there are numerous local 
or county organizntions, holding thtir annual 
exhibitious, and offering a liberal list of pn-mi- 
ums for the promotion and encouragement of 
science, the mechanic arts, and the perfection 
of Agriculture and Horticulture in all its vari- 
ous departments. Cultivators are encouraged 
by the offer of specific premiums for the best of 
each of the various crops of the field, the gar- 
den, and the orchard. Of course, the experi- 
ence of every year suggests to the managers of 
these societies various modifications and im- 
provemcnu iu the form of premiums and the 
objects for which they arc offered. Resides 
the premiums which are offered for the vuriuit-t 
products of the soil, some of the State nnd 
County Societies have wisely extended their 
rewards for the l»est conducted farms, as a 
whole. A premium fann is the model for the 
whole neighborhood or State. The system of 
drainage, of manuring, the management and 
cultivation of crops in general, the construction 
and arrangement of the farm buildings — nil 
afford examples for imitation hy lese success- 
ful cultivators; and in this consists the great 
utility and advantage to he derived from the 
organization ot" these aocictica. 

Besides the offer of premiums for tho best 
specimens of apples, pears, pmAm, 4c, we 
would suggest the importance of offering liber- 
al premiums for the liest orchard. This may 
emhraee fruits in general, or the apple, pear, 
peach, fte. separately. Fruit-growing is be- 
coming the most profitable part of cultivation, 
and with our present facilities for sending all 
kinds of frnit into every part of the country 
the demand will forever lie far in advance of 
the supply. Supply always begets a demand. 
Those choice fruits once enjoyed only hy the 
favored few are demanded by the million as 
soon as a supply is furnished. This is the re- 
sult of every improvement in social life. 
The culture of some of the leading fruit*, such 
us upjdes, peaches, Ac, is from some cause In- 
coming every year more nnd mow difficult; 
dittieulties, however, which may beeasily orer- 
eome from a study of the causes which produce 
them, nnd nothing would tend to this result 
more effectually than by the offer of liberal 
premiums fur on hard management in general. 
An orchard to be healthy und fruitful, at the 
present day, must bo favorably located, the 
soil either naturally or artificially drained, 
ami, what is of the greatest imjxirtunce, pro- 
tected by groves of timber upon the 63BNMbd 
sides, and receive the requisite cultivation, 
training and inaungemcnt in general. 

We throw out these hints with the hope 
that Agricultural societies may be induced to 
consider the im|>ortaneo of the subject nnd act 
accordingly. We want more fruit, more vari- 
eties*, a more general succession in our markets, 
am! a supply throughout the year. We eat 
altogether too much meat for health. We 
have truly been denominated a nation of meat 
eaters. A full nnd constant supply of fruits iu 
our markets would tend to reduce greatly the 
consumption ol meat uud improve the public 
health accordingly. 

Woman Sympathy ix Ifn Mattkrs. — A 
very important subject is touched by a corre- 
spondent of the *'Country Gentleman,'' who 
thus writes: 

Did it ever occur to the ladies how much 
aid and comfort they might fumish their hus- 
bunds nnd brothers by takiu^ an interest in 
their labors, inquiring a* to the success of ex- 
|a-riinents, aud manifesting that sympathy that 
we all feel the oeed of? Nothing sweetens toil 
like sympathy. The reward of the fanner's la- 
Ihh* is not bread alone; it ia the approbation of 
Heaven, his own ^ 1: r< s < > and lastlv, the 
approval of his fellow -men, and especially the 
better hall" of creation. The tournament is not 
the only place where women can incite to ac- 
tion and reward the victor. Would that they 
felt their power and exerted it on the farmer 
as well as they do on the orator and warrior. 
Farming can never take its true rank among 
the occupations of our country till the women 
projierly appreciate it, and arc as ready to lend 
a hand and heart to the farmer &* to the mer- 
chant and profe.s-dnnul man. The contrast be- 
tween our country and Kngland in this respect 
is striking. The duchess and the queen her- 
sclf take an interest in all that relates to the 
advancement of the farming interest, and do 
not feel it beneath their dignity to notice an 
improved Durham or South-Down. Whereas, 
I asked the daughter of one of our fanners a 
short time Hnee about n beautiful cult of her 
lathers, and she had never seen it. She hod 
heard her father speak of such a calf, but had 
not felt interest enough in it to look at it. 
How can a man feet much enthusiasm in his 
labors when the renults of his efforts are ao Ut- 
tle appreciated? The woni'*n wish us to ad- 
mire their trim figures, and we love to do it, 
nnd to gain our admiration they contract here 
and expand then 1 , till the "human form di- 
vine" is lo«t in the multiplicity of folds and 
adornments. The* call upon us to admire the 
chcf-dVcuvrc of their tiny hands, *'thcloveofa 
bonnet," and we never fail to pronouuee it beau- 
tiful, chanuing, jarfectly bewitching: but when 
we ask them in return to look at a sleek Suffolk, 
or a tim ly devehqied Short born, they turn up 
their noses as though fhe*e thing* were vukar 
and beneath their attention. We can HcVe* 
expect our sons to grow up with a love of eg* 
riculiuie till its merits are better appreciated 
by the mothers and sisters.

M Alarm At Ruocncn* of iius Varm. — It 

is an old maxim of husbandry, that "a good 

farm, like a good joint of meat, only requires 

heating with ita own dripping," or in other 

words, that it will fumish of itself aufficicnt 

fertilizing material to keep up it* maximum 

prodiietivencas. As a general rnle, we may 

rely njion this atatcment, and wc propose here 

to offer a few hints on some of the manurial 

resources of the farm. 
The first grand resource of the farmer will 

be found in the plowing under of greensward — 

the thicker and heavier the more effective — to 

en ri c h the soil for other crops. WifWout grass 

ivs e manure, we should find it much more 

difficult to keep up the fertility of our farms 

No other crop is so constant in growth — early 

und late, and under all kinds of treatment — as 

that of the different grasses. No other returns 

so great a burden of vegetable grow th to the 

soil, and at the same time furnishes so valua- 
ble a supply of food for slock, in l>oth summer 

and winter forage, as this is mtleh neglected, 

yet everywhere present, product of the soil. 

The growing of clover and the grasses lie* at 
the very foundation of profitable farming, as 
mav U- seen from several points of view. And 
first, as above hinted, plowing under a thick 
heavy grass sward furnishes an ample man- 
uring for several successive grain cro|*. The 
dceom|>osition of the abundant roots nnd stems 
of the grass supplies nutrition for growths of a 
different character, and having a greater mo. 
ney value to the farmer. Hence it may be 
good policy for the farmer to give a large share 
id" his labor and attention to producing a heavy 
growth of grass on all lands when devoted to 
this crop, knowing that this most cheaply and 
effectively prepares his soil for the production 
of other crops. 

Iu another j-oiut, we sec that grass-growing 
tends to improvement, when it is pnxluecd for 
the consumption of animals upon the (arm. 
We can have no better resource for manure 
than in the practice of stock-feeding, and espe- 
cially is this true of sheep and fattening sns k, 
and in a less degree of all the animal" of the farm. 
Indeed, it has beeOfjM an axiom of hushmnlry 
that stock-keeping must have a place in t!ie 
management of every* farm to render it profit- 
able fur a course of years. 

A second grnnd resource of the farmer for 
immure — tor keeping up and increasing I In- 
fertility of his farm-- is not only to pasture! put McNallv 
and fodder stock, but to bitten them by the aid J Jaa. "Guthrie 
of the grain products of the fann. This 
course will not only largely Innmaea the 
amount of manure, but "ill give it, under pro. 
j*?r management, a much greater effective 
value as a fertilizer. It was a Btnixtm of an 
excellent farmer, Mr. Coke, late Earl of Lci- 
ceiatcr, "that the value of farm-yurd manure 
is in proportion to wh>it it h> made of. If cat- 
tle eat straw alone, the dung is straw alone; 
the cattle are straw, the farm is strnw, and the 
farmer is straw — they are all straw together." 
And to come to an authority at home, John 
Johnston has advocated this course ns the most 
effective and profitable for improving the value 
of our farms. "High-feeding," says he, 
"would make higher manuring, by both mak- 
ing a larger quantity and a much better <juali-

upon the attention of cur readers. 
The fertilizing nratters allowed to run m 
i waste upon moot farms might supply another 
I valuable resource for improving their produc- 
I t irenea*. The liquid manure of stock, the 
| slops of the kitchen and wash-room, the con- 
i tents of privies, refuse bones, and waste animal 
main I thcan and many other things ennner- 
iug our back-yards and befouliug our cellars 
and store-rooms would form a compoat heap 
uf great ricbnchs nnd no inconsiderable value.

Occasion-! " ill pretty certainly occur upon 
which it will be difficult to determine which of 
the two evils U the least, and the one to le 
chosen of course, namely, to draw in hay or 
rain before the moi-dure in them is suftieicnt- 
y dried out, or to run the risk of lonRCT W- 
posnrc, morn rain-*, or other injuries or unde- 
sirable results. Should any of your readers bfl 
induced to think that the former of these al- 
teruntives would be, in tiny nartieular combi- 
na'ion of < ircunvtanccs, the least of the evils 
to wbirh he mu t submit or between which he 
musl . boose, then it would be a question of no 
Mii'ill im|K>rtanrcto such a one, "How am I 
to keep this hay or straw from heating or be- 
in*; injured iu any wny?'* 

Anticipating cKcasions nn which we our- 
aeleea tnay have such en inqniry come up for 
an answer, — as similar occasions will doubt- 
less happen to hundred*! of your readers — we 
would like to hear from any one who has been 
fortunate enough to discover the tiest thing to 
be done, or a satisfactory answer to the ques- 
tion we have just stated. Even though the 
presentation of any facts, opinions, or experi- 
ences in relation n*> this matter should come too 
late in the neaton for use during the times ot 
haying and harvesting this year, it will be of 
great importance to have the whole question of 
the best mode of manging hay and grain 
drawn in or stacked when rather too damp or 
green, fully discussed and settled and ready for 
application on future occasions. -Several ques- 
tions or undecided points have been disctisavd 
in your columns during the last three or four 
years, from the facta and views drawn oat h 
which we have been very decidedlv profit* <i go. 
cuniarily and Otherwise. We would anticipate 
similar beneficial results from a similar dis- 
cus-inn in regard to the question under presen* 
consideration. For a want of a knowledge of 
the best mode of managing hay and grain 
when stacked in a too damp condition, much 
hay. grain, stalks and straw, arc everv vear 
much injured or rendered entirely unfit" for 
fodder. 

To preserve hay which is mowed away or 
stacked in a damp condition, from bccomin<; 
heated, mow. burned or mouldy, the method* 
most commonly employed arc theae: Mixim; in 
layers of old dry straw or hay; making a chim- 
ney or ventilator through the mow or sin k: 
sprinkling with air-slacked lime; and scatter- 
ing salt upon the successive layers or courses 
of the too damp material. The latter is, we 
believe, the preventive most frequently resorted 
to. The greater ease and convenience of this 
above the other methods proposed, may la- 
the principal eansc of its more general adoption. 
Still it has one decided advantage in addition 
to the facility of its application, namely, the 
rejisa which it communicates to the hay or 
straw upon which it may be sprinkled. A case 
has come to our knowledge in which a boy was 
employed to sprinkle a tcaspoonful, or a little 
over, of salt upon each bundle of wheat which 
was « tucked before the straw, with the weeds 
and young grass in it, was sufficiently dry. 
After threshing, the stack of straw in the yard 
was voraciously attacked by all the stock havinv 
access to it, and the cows and young cattb 
would not unfrequeutly leave their rations of 
good bay for nn attack upon the straw-Mack. 

Cases of a similar kind, showing the avidity 
with which oaited hay, even when damaged or 
oj nferior quality, is often eaten by horses and 
cattle, have frequently been recorded. But as 
this method of saving wet or uncured boy, &e. , 
ia liable to abuses and objections, perhaps n 
better may have been found out by som ' of 
your readers.

Having no very extcuiieil person 'U exporieneo 
in the matter, wc gave him the ftom of Homo 
who have lung mti<lc it a lutsin- 1 -- to lupplr 
butehers with fnttodoil stock, sn l our uwu 
opinions as uiude up from these an i otbor 
soun*cs. 

We must first mimrk that well-kept, good 
eondMoD6d st<»ck, unlike tho-*e which are lean, 
<-nn readily l>c lattenc-J ut any season of tho 
year by extra feeding, nnd generally v-ith 
profit. Lean cattle are not readily 6U.r:cd iu 
growth — they cannot be fed high with ->uf\-tjr 
nr economy. Thev must be fed modertU'-ly ut 
Btat, and at \ht most favorable season of tho 
year, to gain in si/..* sud weight with ibd small- 
est ninount ot' grain and care. 

A well-known slock -feeder rays: "No far- 
mer ought to buy lean cattle To t'atu n in win- 
ter. They should be lair Wf to begin with." 
Hut while stock are kept in the way n largo 
majority of tanners keep them, plenty of lean 
cattle must l« tVd for beef, if not profitably, 
fan unprofitfibly. That ii would be better 
for the farm and the farmer to keep all stock 
at nil timers in lair order, can scarcely be ques- 
tioned. Their value would be double what it 
now is, at no real increase in expense of keep- 
ing. We trust the improvement now manifest 
in this respect will go on until good keeping 
shjiW bo the rule instead of the exception, uj is 
now the case. 

rtjt to return to (he fecdiug of lean atoek. 
We arc inclined to think spring by far the best 
se»-*oti to bring them M0 t readily nnd cheaply 
into good condition. Ct mnieuce t ceding groin 
— only a smalt qunutity ut f.rst— as soon as 
gni--i starts so as to give h fair bite in the 
spring, and keep in the stanle at night with 
plenty of good hay before them. It llepj I H 
great deal ou the character of tJ.c j -ture as 
to- the best time to turn stock upon it in tho 
spring. Clover and timothy are i:-.-<tu:ally in- 
jured by feeding too early; wh:ic J.ne fass 
white clover, and various other ii:di?cnou-i 
grasses, can be moderately fed, especially On 
low and rough pastures, at an earh stag-\ 

If any thing will give cattle u i»;art in con- 
dition, combined with fresh grnss and good hay, 
wc think oit-incnl, mixed with other nenl and 
fed daily, will do so. We have been lurpfiaai 
at the rapid improvement ot a pair of two-year 
old steers, lean enough when turned to pas- 
ture, which have been fed daily for hsi lhan 
three weeks; a quart uf corn and barley-nteal 
each, ground tine, with tlie addition of halt* a 
pint 0T flaxseed rmsks, (it Im\ iul' becrfakSMn^d 
by the mice.) They have good pnMure, but 
have been kept wiihout hay — and indeed had 
very little besides straw and stalks through the 
winter. Eight f weeks' feeding, eonsuiniug 
about one ; of meal each, will fit them 

tor sale, anil eosc the demand for pasturage 
daring theheAt of summer, though no doubt it 
would pay well fo keep them growing iu sizo 
and fatness for six months or longer. 

An experienced farmer of Central New York 
says that *'a bushel of eornmeal fed to an ani- 
mal when being turned from hay to grass, is 
woith three dollar*.*' Taking the gain in 
Heall fnun such treatment into comparison with 
the loss in weight which would bo inccurrcd 
without the grain (and hay at night), the 
estimate h no doubt within bounds. It is 
more difficult to get stock from hay to grass 
without loss than many imagine, and wo 
should l»c glad to publish, more largely, the 
experience of our farming friends on the sub- 
ject. Though not immediately connected with 
beef-making, wc must add the remark, that 
milch cows very much need this hay at night, 
and a regular feed of grain or root* once a day, 
for a month a! least after going to pasture. It 
will lie the most profitable attention we can 
give them. — Country Gentleman. B.

At the present moment wc are com- 
plexly without organization everywhere in 
Kentucky. The State election, with its preg- 
nant consequences, is only a month distant, 
ami wo have made absolutely no preparation 
for the battle wc have resolved to win, and the 
loss of which, under the existing circum- 
s am es, would entail on us lasting mortifica- 
tion and disgrace. To change the figure, we 
have but a single brief month within which 
through the instrumentality of the press and 
the stump to sow the seeds of victory over this 
broad Commonwealth, to drag in the precious 
germs with the harrows of organization, and to 
reap and garner the golden harvest at the polls; 
and yet, though the press is active, the stump 
i> still unoccupied, and, so far as we know, not 
a solitary harrow has been put in the field. 
This, it must l»c owned, is not good political 
husbandry, anil, in any soil less quick and fir- 
tilc than the rich Union-mould of Kentucky, 
might forbid a luxuriant harvest. Hut, thank?, 
to the abounding and thrilling fecundity of that 
noMc soil, it is not too late, if we diligently 
improve the, time we yet have, to grow a crop 
of victory that shall gleam in the nation's eye 
like the blushing banners of hope. But we 
maul diligently improve the time that is left 
us. We must certainly do that. And we will 
do it. 

The Union State Central Committee at 
Frankfort, a most able, fuithful, and efficient 
body, has now fairly entered upon the dis- 
charge of its responsible duties, foremost among 
whieh, we arc gratified to know, it recognizes 
the duty of organizing the Union forces of the 
State. We may, therefore, expect to see the 
great work of organization instituted at once, 
and prosecuted vigorously and systematically 
throughout the limits of Kentucky. Let our 
friends even-where, except, indeed, where they 
have organized spontaneously, as they should 
organize everywhere, respond promptly to the 
r -quisitions of the Committee, and second its 
< Hurts its energetically as possible. We are 
sure the earnest friends of the Union and the 
Constitution will do this with cordial alacrity. 
Let them not anywhere, however, wait for the 
requisitions of the Committee, but meet of 
their own accord, form County Executive Com 
mitteuB, Committees of Correspondence, Union 
Clubs, and all the other parts of a well-regu 
lated local organization, and forward the re

It is justly 
so; for it is a main pillar in "the edifice ot vour 
real independence, the support of vour tinndnuUty 
at home, your peace abroad; of v<uir MratY; of 
your prosperity; of that very liberty whieh VOU BO 
highly prize. Itut as it is easy to foresee, that 
from different causes and from different quarters, 
much pains will be taken, many artifices employ- 
ed, to weaken in your minds the conviction of 
this truth; as this is the point in your political 
fortress against which the batteries of internal 
and external enemies will lie most constantly and 
actively (though often covertly and insidmiulv) 
directed, it it of infinite moment, that you should 
properly estimate the immense vahu- of your na- 
tional Union toyourcollectiveand indivicfual hap- 
piness; (hut you should cherish a cordial, habitual, 
and immovable attachment to it; accustoming 
yourselves to think and sjieak of it as of the Pal- 
ladium of your |iolitu:al safely and prosperity; 
Watching for its preservation w : ith jealous anxie- 
ty; discountenancing whatever may suggest even 
a suspicion that it can in any event" be aUtudoned;

of every attempt to alienate any portion of our 
country from the rest, or to ienftsLte tha sacred 
ties which now link together the various parts. 

For this you have every inducement of sympa- 
thy and interest. Citizens by birth or choice, of 
a common country, that country has a right to 
concentrate your affections. The name of Amkk- 
icax, which belongs to you in your national ca- 
pacity, must always exalt the just pride of pat- 
riotism, more than any appellation derived from 
local discriminations. With slight shades of dif- 
ference, you have the same religion, manners, 
habits, and political principles.

The North, in an unrestrained intercourse with 
the South, protected by the equal laws of a com- 
mon government, tind.i, in the productions of the 
latter, great additional resources of maritime and 
commercial cntcrpri>e and precious materials of 
manufacturing industry. The South, in the same 
intercourse, benefitting by the agency of the 
North, see* its agriculture now and its commerce 
expand. Turning partly into its own channels 
the seamen of the North, it finds its particular 
navigation invigorated; and, while it contributes, 
in different ways, to nourish and increase the gen- 
eral mass nf ibe national navigation, it lo ik-> for- 
ward to the protection of a maritime strength to 
which itself is unequally adapted. The East, in 
alike intercourse w ith the \\\st, already finds, 
and in the pragressive improvement 0 f interior 
communications by land and water, will more and 
more find a valuable vent for the commodities 
which it brings from abroad, or manufactures at 
home. The H'tsl derives from the Etist supplies 
requisite to Its growth and comfort, and, what is 
perhaps of still greater consequence, it must of 
necessity owe the *rrnre enjoyment of imli<<pensa- 
for its own production* to the weight, 
influence, and the future maritime strength of the 
Atlantic side of the Union, directed bv an indis- 
soluble community Of interest as one nation. Any 
other tenure by which the West can hold this es- 
sential advantage, whether derived from h>own 
separate strength, or from an SpOStnie and unna- 
tural connection with any foreign power, must be 
intrinsically pfeenrlOttSL 

While, then, every part of our counlrv thus 
feels an immediate and [tariicular UlAeiW in 

I'nion, all the- parts < Lined cannot fail to find 

in the united metS of means and efforts greater 
strength, greater resource, proport ionably greater 
security from external danger, a less frequent 
interruption of their peace by foreign nations; and. 
what \\ of inestimable value, they must derive 
from I'nion an exemption from these broil* and 
wars lietween themselves, which so frequently 
afflict neighboring countries not tied together bv 
the - inn- government; which theirown rivalship'^ 
alone would l«e sufficient to produce, but w hich 
opjimsito foreign alliances, altachmenSs, and in- 
trigues would stimulate and imbitter. Heneel 
likewise, they will avoid the necessity of those 
overgrown military establishments, w hich, under 
any form of government, are inauspicious to lib- 
erty, and which are to H regarded as particularly 
hootile to Republican Liberty. In this sense it is 
that your I'nion ought to be considered as a main 
prop of your liberty, and that the love of the one 
ought to endear to yon the preservation of the 
other. 

These considerations speak a persuasive lan- 
guage to every persuasive and virtuous mind, and 
exhibit the continuance of the Union as a prima- 
ry object of [Kitriotic desire. Is there a doubt 
whether a common -government can embrace so 
large a sphere? Let experience solve it. To list- 
en to mere speculation in such a case were crim- 
inal. We are authorized to hope that a proper 
organization of the whole, with the auxiliary 
agency of e^verument* for the respective sul»di- 
risions, will afford a happy issue to the experi- 
ment. It is well wortli a fair and full experi- 
ment. With such powerful and obvious motives 
to Union, affecting all parts of our Country, while 
experience shall not have demonstrated • its im- 
practicability, there will always be reason to dis- 
trust the patriotism of lho.se who in any quarter 
may endeaver to weaken its bands. 

In contemplating the causes which may disturb 
our Union, it oceurs as matters of serious con- 
cern that any ground should have bean fur 
ni>hed for characterising parties by Geographical 
discriminations, North rn and Southern, Atlantic 
and Western, whence designing men may endea- 
vor to excite a belief that there is a real difference 
of local -interests and views. One of the expe- 
dients of party to acquire influence within partic- 
ular districts, is to misrepresent the opinions and 
aimsof other districts. You cannot shield your- 
selves too much against the jealousies and heart- 
burnings which spring from these misrepresenta- 
tion*; thev tend to render alien to each other those 
who ought to be Ixmnd together by fraternal af- 
fection. 



ANOTHER DAY WITH THE DEAD, 
To the Editors of the /j>uisrille Journal; 

Nmv Y'ork, June 29th, I860. 
(Ienti.kmkX: This has t*cn with me a day of 
tender-footed walking among the ruins of the 
Democracy.

To bury a corpse as huge, physic- 
smhslmed and full of infection, anywhere, will be 
too, far too great a hazard to animate man and 
beast. What in then to be done, unless the Devil 
t ike it home? Ah, that Is just the idea. Abad- 
don, come then with appropriatchearse and train; 
let the steeds tie such as that described by Irvinir, 
that one-eyed demon lieslrude by the unlucky 
Ichabod; send a graduated cortege, from the 
sprats and minnows of Tartarus, up to thv royal- 
ty. Let us have "music by the hand," with Cer- 
berus as conductor. Come of a deep, dark, dam- 
nable night when (he winds how), and bring sul- 
phur enough for blue gas; then, with appropriate 
incantations, burn the hulk, and save the ashes 
for such especial w retches as you design for ex - 
trnm est tortures. These you may make swallow 
minute portions of the infernal dust. 

Nor are the New York mourners all kid-gloved. 
No, sirs— the dead rabbits, and the fancy in gen- 
eral partake in the "solemn occasion." (J roups of 
them stand round "*on their muscle," snarling 
ehont their occupation being gone, showing such 
teeth as Hymn tells us the wild dogs used, to peel 
the llcsh from Moslem skulls at the seige of Cor- 
inth, 

"From ii Tartar'* skull they luut rt ripped the tlech 
A* ye peel ft tltf. when the fnilt i- In .-h." 

Savage grief is this, and it vents itself, in no 
small degree, on .f. B. They sav he did it! 1 liat 
he is an old fool, to say the very least of it — and 
one nnioni; them is rejiorted to have gone so far as 
to call J. Bv "an old canon.'' Think of that un- 
kind cut — an old capon; It's decidedly harsher 
than that of the man of the jack-knife who coin- 
promised on "cock," "cock-eyed J. It."' When 
the affair becomes as touching as this, it is too 
painful for my surgery. 

I spent some hours this morning among some of 
the late Baltimore delegates. The same may be 
said of this interview a* 1 w rote you concerning 
the Albany Kegency, with this difference, that 
my talk to flay was with the leading Breckinridge 
men, while at Albany I contiued myself to Dean, 
Iiicbiuond, & C).

Tiir Dotjoi^Aa Mkiitino Last Night.— The 
Douglas meeting at the court-house last niRht 
was a very imposing demonstration. The crowd 
was immense, though not unmixed, and enthusi- 
astic, thouirh scarcely harmoniou*. let the 
occasion passed off without any violent outbreak. 
The feelinj- of decorum happily repressed all 
handier feelinps. 

The meeting was addressed by Col. (iitisnn, of 
Indiana, Major Flournoy, of Arkansas, and Capt. 
ft raves of this State. Very much to our regret, 
we were unnlde to hear the speakers distinctly, 
hut their remarks were warmly received. The 
speech of Major Flournoy, the central effort of 
the otca«ion, was j-jeeted with especial applause. 
We heard it spoken of in terms nf admiration. 

Altogether, the demonstration last night was 
decidedly encouraging to the Douglas men in 
Kentucky. The spirit evinced was full of self- 
reliance, and full of defiance to the Breckinridge 
men. There is clearly no surrender and uo com- 
promise in the Douglas men of Louisville at 
least. And if the accounts we have beard in the 
course of the past two or three days from the in- 
terior are true or half irue, their brethren in the 
State at large are <|tiite as firm.

Rem. axi> Everktt Movkmrnt. — Tha gentle- 
men of Newport who favor the election of Bell 
and Everett for President and Vice-President of 
the I'niled States made their first demonstration 
on the 4th.

afof a MO W Exi hanoe. — Some remarks of the 
New York Journal of Commerce upon the "Par 
of Exchange' have been received with great in- 
terest and drawn out many communications from 
various sources. The Journal therefore refers to 
the important subject again not only to answer the 
que«tions proposed, but to give some further ex- 
planations upon points not previously discussed. 
The subject is an intricate one, and will receive 
the marked attention of all merchants and busi- 
ness men. One correspondent asks, "if a mer- 
chant purchases a bar of gold to transmit to the 
Bank of England, does he not pay for it, if he pays 
in American gold, in a currency worth six Mr 
cent. lets than the currency of England and 
France?'' The Journal answers: 

There is not this difference between the respec- 
tive currencies. The gold coins of England since 
the year have been made, as nearlv as poni- 
ble, 22 carats fine. The word carat, which mys- 
tifies many readers, is an old name for four grains 
weight, and is used to represent the fineness of 
gold. Thus, pure gold is 24 carats line, and a 
standard of 22 carats tine has two [tarts allov to 
every twenty-two parts of the virgin metal. The 
new gold sovereign is therefore eleven-twelfths 
fine, or, to give it after the languaire of our Mint 
in thousandths, it is thousandths fine; i. e., 

in even- one thousand parts of the coin there are 
BS^tj parts of alloy. The old standard of eleven- 
twelfths tine, once so prevalent, has given wav in 
many countries to a more convenient pmportirm 
of nine-tenths, or 900 thousandths fine, the deci- 
mal system possessing many advantages over any 
other. Thn is the system now adonted whollv or 
partially in Austria, 'Belgium, Chili, France, Ger- 
man States, Greece, Mexico, New Granada. Pe- 
ru, Prussia, Rome, Sardinia, Spain. Switzerland, 
and the Tinted States. AH our gold and silver 
coins are now made nine-tenths, or 9tK) thou- 
sandths fine, and as the gold sovereign is 9Itl\ 
tine, the difference between our standard currency 
and that of England is less than two percent. 
The new French gold coins are nominally 900 
thousandths fine, the same as ours, but a te>t at 
the Mint recently gave 899>£; perhaps a nice 
analysis that should follow the system of the 
French chemists carefully, would lessen this frac- 
tional difference, which after all is of no material 
importance.

The Journal gives as the reason why $1 44.4 is 
taken as the nominal par of the pound sterling, 
that the old ttandwd silver dollar was worth in- 
trinsically 4s. fid, a value it still retains. Thia 
relation of 4s. fid to the dollar was established it 
is said, nearly or quite a century ago by Royal 
Proclamation, as the current value of the old 
"Pillar dollar" in the British Colonies. By act 
of Congress in 1799 it was fixed as the legal ratio 
of the dollar to the pound sterling in the United 
States, and although different rates have since 
been legalized, the coin itself is worth to-day, as 
exactly as may I**, this very proportion to the 
British pound. Since 1815, gold haslieen the sole 
standanlin England, but nil foreign gold coins 
t an l»e reckoned and sold only by weight precisely 
as so much value in bullion. The Bank of Eng- 
land has an unvarying rule, established by Act of 
Parliament, by w hich it is authorized to pun hase 
tine gold at 77s. 9d per ounce, and the Mint re- 
coins the same at the rate of 77s. I0?»d per ounce. 
The market price, however, fluctuates with the 
demand for bullion for home consumption and for 
export, a premium being paid above the bunk 
rate, whenever there are any continental orders 
in the markot. It should lie noted that the bank 
will only purchase gold that lias been refined, and 
will not take our coins until they are melted 
down, and the alloy removed. The Journal also 
notes that the old standard dollar to which refer- 
ence has been made, had the Spanish arms be- 
tween two pillars (representing the pillars of Her- 
cules at the Straits of Gibraltar) and is well known 
in this country, where it formerly had a wide cir- 
culation. When the relative proportions between 
gold and silver here were changed by Act of Con- 
gress, in 1837, these dollars came to bear so large 
a premium that they were mostly withdrawn for 
export. They are now scarce, and are intrinsic- 
ally worth about £1 09).; each. Although called 
Spanish dollars, the genuine piece was not struck 
in Spain, but in Spanish America, where most of 
t he Spanish silver was coined for over a century. 
The few dollars of the same device struck at the 
Mint in Madrid after the peace, were not equal to 
the standard, and lost their currency. 

Another correspondent in referring to this sub- 
ject asks, "w hy is not the difficulty overcome by 
the establishment of an uniform and common me- 
dium of exchange? To this the Journal replies: 

If by medium nf Exchange the writer means a 
currency of uniform title and intrinsic value for 
all nations, he has hit the exact remedy for all the 
evils which have been experienced.* The only 
difficulty is to secure its universal application. 
The theory is not new, and its adoption has lieen 
urg d by our Mint, by peiitieej •cdnomiats of va- 
rious countries, and by public men in the I'nited 
States, France, and England. A uniform curren- 
cv, ami uniform weights and measures, hasnLon 
iKe decimal system, would greatly simplify all 
the operationsof trade. Natural prejudices might 
oppose this change in some cases, but Custom, 
that despotic tyrant, would be the most redoubta- 
ble foe, and the last to yield in favor of such a re- 
form. 

The value of the pound sterling fixed ly <'on- 
gress in March, 1799, at * l 41.4, was in 1x32 by 
the lo'th section of the Tariff act changed to $4 
80, and in July. lM-\ to $4 81, at which it has 
e rer aince been reckoned in our Custom-houses 
upon all invoices drawn in sterling money. This, 
as it is a little below the true par is favorable to 
the importer. The Journal refers to a report 
matle in 1838 by Isaac CttTOW, Daniel Ix>rd, Jr., 
and J. Present t Hall, as referees, who were re- 
quired to decide upon the amount of I'nited States 
coin to be tendered here, to cover the legal value 
of the pound sterling on the settlement of the 
estate of a non-resident debtor. These distin- 
guished gentlemen reported that the pound ster- 
ling is not a coin in England, but an imaginary or 
arbitrary sum, the value of which is ascertained 
by some other standard, and in the country of its 
adoption that standard is the Sovereign, each be- 
ing of the value of twenty shillings. In estima- 
ting the value of the pound in the United States, 
all fluctuations of exchange are to be rejected and 
it is to be decided by metallic value exclusively. 
Our act of June, 1831, "regulating the value of 
gold coins in the United States,' provides that all 
British gold coins of not less than 22 carats fine, 
shall pass current with us a s money by weight, 
at the rate of 94.8 cents per penny w eight. The 
Sovereign Is 5 dwts. 3 grs. and b mi., equal 
in value to *4 8Ti.8, which last sum is, there- 
fore, the true legal value of the pound ster- 
ling in the United States, and as such our Mint 
recognizes it. 

The most important fact touched upon hy our 
New York contemporary is that all its correspond- 
ents, who have alluded to this subject, have en- 
dorsed its recommendation that the exchange on 
I>ondon shall be sold and quoted at its real worth 
In federal money instead of at the present intri- 
cate combination of a given premium on a nomi- 
nal par value. Thus, instead of 109*^, the rate 
when expressed $4 87Jf would accord with the 
method of quoting exchange in other countries 
and he distinctly intelligible to the plainest un- 
derstanding. Then every purchaser could know 
by a simple calculation how many pounds sterling 
be obtained for his dollars, the value of each pound 
purchased being distinctly stated in the rate. No 
one can deny the assertion of the Journal that it 
would need but little effort and a few weeks' per- 
severance to establish this system permanently in 
this country, to the great relief of all the parties 
concerned, excepting those who make an occa- 
sional profit through the present mystery. 



Accident ox the Ohio ash Mississippi Rail- 
roah. — The eastward bound train on the Ohio 
and Mississippi Railroad, which connects at Mitch- 
ell with the 12 o'clock train on the New Albanv 
mad, met with an accident yestenlay about fifteen 
miles west of Mitchell. The whole train was 
thrown from the track down an embankment. 
Several passengers were beelljr injured. One man 
was so badly hurt that his life is despaired of. 
Another had his leg broken and others were more 
or less injured. One of the conductors on the Lou- 
isville, New Albany, and Chicago road took a 
train from Mitchell on the Ohio and Mississippi 
road about 12 o'clock last night and went down 
to the wreck for the New AJbajlj and Louisville 
passengers and mails, which he got, and arrived 
with them yesterday morning about b o'clock.

TtntY. — We understand that a nolificatitui has 
been sent, on Whalf of Hudson Bay Company, to 
General Harney, informing him that the Com|u- 
nv intend to abandon their jmsscssious at Van- 
couver, on the bank of the Columbia river, in 
1 Washington Territory. This abandonment, it is 
j satd, ■ eeataed bv General Harney 's forcible seiz- 
ure of some nf tlie Coin|Kiny 's properly, and hi 
l declaration that thu Company has uo right, And 
I has had none during the last year, tn occupy tl a 
. land which they claim in the Territory. Tie 
] nUindonment is ;iccoinpanied by a protest, which, 
we presume, must go to head -quarters: so here i* 
another subject for internatioiml grumble and 
quarrel betM'eeu John Hull and Urotfier Jonathan. 
The Hudsou Hay men complain madly of Har- 
| ney's conduct. They iajr (bat if their right to 
the laiul which they claim ia denied, aootnnion re- 
spect for the forms of International courtea> 
would have required that the American govern- 
ment should notify the llritish govetnnient of the 
fact, which could then be communicated bv the 
British official* to the Hudson Hay Co., for the pro- 
tection of whose rights special stipulation was made 
in the treat v of ' Ifi; but instead of any such regu- 
lar mode of procedure,! Jen. Harney liist seized one 
of the Company's houseaat Vancouver, ami after- 
wards told them tint thev had no rights there. 
The Hudson Bay mun say that it |a not Harney's 
plnce as a soldier to determine rights under a 
treaty; those are matters to be managed bv an- 
other branch of the government. If the cabinet 
have determined to deny the validity of the Hud- 
son Hay Company s clntHB, they ought to have in- 
formed the HritNh authorities according to the 
regular forms. If the political department of the 
Government has made iiu decision in the affair, 
but General Harney has settled the matter on his 
own responsibility, then he has been guiltv of au 
insolent and unjustifiable assumption of* power. 
The treaty of lMfi says: "The [xisseaaDry rigbtfl 
of the Hudson Hay Company, aud of all Hrith-h 
subjects who may lie alreadv in the nccuiution of 
land or other property lawfully acquired within 
the said Territory, -hall lie respected. The 
Americans say that these possessfiry rights came 
to an end when the company's charter of exclu- 
sive) trade on the northwest coast expired iu Mae, 
185H; but the company, or some persons on behalf 
of them, claim that the expiration of the pnvi 
lege of exclusive trade did not deprive them of 
their equal right to trade M-ifh others; that the 
company still exists iu all the legal validity which 
it bad in 1*1(1, and that its piisaeasnrv rights are 
as good now as then.— AlUi Qdifornui.

Indian Depredations in the Northwest

The derangement of theCiilifurnia mail* is like- 
ly to involve the Government in some serious dif- 
ficulties which have not been con*idered. Our 
postal treaty with England obligate* us to bring 
Southampton m;iils which come to Panama \>v 
the lOnglish steamer*. 

It is known that Commodore Vanderbilt ha* is- 
sued peremptory orders not to cam - that mail or 
those from California after June 30th, so that the 
foreign C.ilif.iruia Biafls must lie on the lathmu* 
till some temporary or other arrangement can Ik» 
made.

The remain* 
were then taken to bis father's residence in Ulairs- 
town, uheie the funeral will take place on bun- 
da v next.

If, happilv. our principles shall prevaU, 
au era of peace and harmony will be restored to 
our distracted country and no more shnll wc be 
troubled w ith the agitation of this dangerous ques- 
tion, lieeause it will lie removed, as well from the 
Territorial legislatures as from the lulls of Con- 
gress, when we shall be free to turn our attention 
lo more useful issues. < bir I 'nion must lie preserv- 
ed, but this can only be done by niaintaing the 
Coftatf tntkai inviolate in all its provisions anJ 
guarantees. The judicial authority, as provided 
bv the Constitution, must be maintained and it* 
decisions implicitly olieycd, as well in regard to 
the rights of projiertv iu ihe Territories as in nil 
our other matters. Hoping for success and trust- 
ing in the truth and justice of the principle* of our 
pftrty and in that Divine Providence that has 
watched over us and made us one of the greatest 
nations of ihe earth and that we mav continue to 
merit Diviue protection, I cheerfully accept the 
nomination so unanimously conferred on me, and 
I cordially endorse the platform adopted by the 
convention.

Washington, July 6. 

It was not until Senor Almonte, accredited to 
Courts of France and England, had extended his 
diplomatic mission to Spain, that Her Catholic 
Majesty lately Nat » Minister lo Ihe Government 
at the Citv of Mexico. This course on the part 
of Spain obtain* additional significance from the 
fact that both France and England have, it will 
be recoller ted, recently despatched new Minister* 
to that Republic. 

The European Governments, it is reliably as- 
ecrtained, are now engaged in renewed efforts to 
effect a reconciliation of the contending parties in 
Mexico. Our own Government, a« heretofore, 
declines to take part in the arrsngament. which 
promises more success thau when the Juarez 
Government was elated with the hope, now de- 
feated, of consummating a treat v with this Gov- 
ernment. 

In quarters well informed, regarding 
diplomatic affairs, no apprehension is enter- 
tained of hostile demonstrations by Spain 
against Mexico, as has been reported, 
the belief prevailing that her conduct will be in 
accordance with the conciliatory programme in- 
stituted bv France and England concerning the 
coutending factions. It i> further represented that 
the policy of Spain is peace, and that while she 
avoids entangling alliances she is consolidating 
her power, in view of the part she may I* called 
upon to act, should Europe, ut a future day, b* 
involved in a general war.

The fixed Man «re prelum id 
to be the suns rf other systems. Kike our bum, 
they are self-luminous and therefore tflnrcesul 
light, though unimportant to us a- sack l»y ran- 
son of their great distance. The light we get 
from Sirius,one of the brightest of the Sxed 
stars, is onlv one twenty -thousand-millionth of 
what we receive from the sun. When the nuu 
nhines, the stars are rendered invisible, 1 heir light 
being lost in hut superior hrignment The light 
of some of the stars is (Q faint that it is entirely 
absorbed bv the atmosphere before it readies th- 
five cf an ol -server at the level of the sea; this is 
the reason why more stars are visible from the 
top of a mountain than from its base. The moon 
and planeU are norr-tnminous, receiving from 
the suu the light with which they shine; thia 
light, reflected to the earth, is much in- 
ferior in brightness to that received di- 
rectly from the sun— the latter body, for ex- 
ample, giving us tight hundred thousand times n> 
much light as the moon. Light travels with the 
enormous velocity of one hundred ami ninety-two 
thousand miles in a second; it traverses the space 
between the sun and the earth in al»out eight 
minutes. The velocity of light was discovered 
accidentally by M. Roemer, an eminent Danish 
astronomer, when engaged in a series of observa- 
tions on ono of the BHOM of the planet Jupiter. 
ThUmoon, in a certain part of its path, become;, 
invisible to an observer on the earth, in conse- 
quence of its getting l>chtnd its planet. Knowing 
that the revolutions of the moon must be perform- 
ed in the same time, M. Hoemer sup|>oscd that 
the intervals between these invisible- periods 
would of course l>e uniform. To his surprise, he 
found that they differed a little every time, In- 
creasing for six months — at the expiration of 
which, the eclipse was sixteen minutes later than 
at first— and then decreasing at the same rate for 
a similar period, till at the end of a year he found 
the interval precisely the same as at first. The 
conclusion was inevitable. The discrepancy was 
caused by the difference in the earth s distance. 
If the first observation was made w-hen the earth 
was at that point of her orbit which was nearest 
to Jupiter, six mouths afterwards she would l»e at 
the moat distant point; and the light from Jupi- 
ter's moon, to reach the observer's eye, would 
have to travel the whole distance across the orbit 
—about 190.000,<XK) miles— further than before. 
Here was the key to a grand discovery. If light 
Mas sixteen minutes, or nine hundred and sixty 
seconds, in travelling 100,000,000 miles, it was 
easv to find how far it travelled in one second. 
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,d had the tide of M. 1>. 
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Hatching Robins in a School-Jtovm. — The Staf- 
fordshire (Knglish) Advertiser relates that during 
the holidays of Laster week a robin flew in at the 
open window of a school-room in the village of 
Col rich, and built her nest I >et ween two parcel* 
of books on a shelf. On the reassembling of the 
school the nest was shown to the boys, who were 
told not to molest the feathered- intruder or her 
nest, and the window was kept open for her ac- 
commodation. Although there were nearly a 
hundred boys in the school daily, no mischievous 
hand waa raised to interfere with the operations 
of .the confiding u-d-t>re:i>t, and she was :itln\w<<) 
for rive weeks to fly in and out unmolested, to lay 
her eggs and hatch her young, and at last to lake 
them all off in safety. Her mate would not en- 
ter the school-room, but would bring insects and 
other fowl to the window or a neighboring tree, 
where the female would repair tn receive them.

decision of the Court of last resort, the Goveruot 
is allowed his full constitutional term of ten days 
wherein to consider each bill sent to him by tb- 
Legislature, whether that Itodv shall continue in 
session to the end of that term, or shall meantime 
adjourn without day. The contrary rule would 
compel each Governor to sign or veto all the more 
important measures of each Legislature — which 
are usually crowded into the last w eek of the ses- 
sion — almost at a h u> hazard — at all events, 
without reasonable time for consideration.

BntCtUK Case of Scicidk.— Cu Monday af- 
ternoon a young man named Henry James Skin- 
ner Lear, whose mother resides at 119 Leonard 
street, was conveyed to the New York Hospital, 
suffering from the effects evidently of r-ome pot- 
Fonous drug. He had several violent convulsions, 
which followed each other in quirk sacceastoo for 
nearly ten minutes, when he expired, the reme- 
dies applied by House Surireon Harris being of no 
avail. It appears that deceased was taken ill 
w hen he went home to his dinner, and during the 
interval between the spasms he managed to make 
known the fact that he had taken a dose of stiyoh- 
nine. Young I<ear was an only sou, and had been 
tenderly reared, enjoying all the necessaries and 
many of the luxuries of life. .Some four months 
ago, without a word of explanation to his mot her 
or other relatives, he left home and was absent 
about eight weeks, when he returned again, but 
he could not be prevailed upon to tell where be 
had been during his absence. 

At intervals, he has absented himself and 
sometimes would take Ids clothing, jewelry, Ac, 
some of which would never be brought bark again. 
The strange and unaccountable conduct of the 
young man nearly crazed his mother, who could 
not induce him, under any circumstances, to make 
an explanation. At List he, however, confessed 
that be was married, but he would not tell to 
whom or where his wife lived. It was learved 
after the confession that he occasionally went to 
New-burg, but the sorrowing mother could learn 
nothing more satisfactory, and even to this day 
his mother is in total ignorance as to bis married 
relations. Most of the time, for three weeks, 
young Lear has appeared very strange indeed, 
and a* last, yielding to gross mental troubles be 
dare not reveal even to his own mother, the 
wretched young man swallowed a fatal draught 
and was soon a corpse. 

Coroner O'Kcefe held an inrjuest on the body, 
when it appeared from a post mortem examina- 
tion, made by Dr. Harris, that death was the re- 
sult of a poisonous dose of strychnine. Deceased 
was 20 years of age, and a native of Knglaud. 

On the person of deceased, after his admission 
to the hospital, was found a letter addressed to 
his mother, the following of which is a copy: 
TO MY MOTHER. 

Satlri>ay, June 29, 18G0. 

Dkak MoriiKit: I now write you these few lines 
that you may see I have some respect for you 
which you thought I had not since I ran away 
from home. Hut forget the past and forgive me; 
pray for me that I mav not be tortured in the 
next world. 1 have sufTcre 1 enough in this uml 
therefore I am determined to die; therefore prav 
for me. I am tired of this world and don't want 
to live any longer. It is true that I did not treat 
you right, but it is my request that you will for- 
give me. I know you will feel better when vou 
know what has become of me. Tell alt who mav 
inquire after me that I am de-id. Mother have "a 

care of 1. P. do do not trust too much to 

to him, he w ill fix you the same way he did me; 
he will get all out of" you he can and then clear. 

Dear mother, please to forgive me, for I liave 
been a bad son to you, but I think when I ask 
your forgiveness you will give it to me. People 
thought I had oo'feeling, but I can tell you I. bad. 
Please let mv employers know I have" felt 
ashamed for what I have done to you l>efore them. 
But Messrs. A. & H. can never say that I took 
one cent's worth from them during the time that 
I have been with them. 

Dear mother please pray for me that I may not 
go to hell. I remain vour son dead or alive.

Release ok an American from Pkison in 
HORO Kono. — Some three years since an Ameri- 
can, Ely M. Hoggs, was convicted in China for 
piracy, or rather, as direct murder was not proved, 
of consorting with pirates, and for the crime was 
Hentenced to imprisonment for life. After being 
in prison f«>r upwards of two years, he has lately, 
through the intercession of "Mr. Ward, General 
Keenan, U. 8. Consul, Mr. Gray, ifritisli Consu- 
lar Chaplin at Canton, I. Scott", E>q., Governor 
of the Gaol, and many other prominent residents 
of Hong Kong, been pardoned by Sir H. K 'n i- 
son, the Governor of the colony. He is now on 
his way to this country and expects to be here in 
December. 

The trial and conviction of Mr. Boggs created, 
at the time, considerable interest not only from 
the fact that ho was an American, but oo account 
of his extreme youth— be not being at the lime 
19 years of age. His conduct while in prison has 
l»een such as to meet the approval and commenda- 
tion of all who came in on tact with him, and 
finally to his pardon and restoration to the world. 
We have seen some letters fn.m him to his broth- 
er, and friends in this city, which at least indi- 
cate that the writer does not retain at present the 
characteristics which we would look for in a |ter- 
eon convicted of the crime for which during the 
last four years he ha* occupied a felon 'scell. He 
states in one the satisfaction at beinu assured that 
his family and friends are still unwilling to con- 
demn him unheard, and promises, when he meets 
them, in rehearsing his story, to communicate 
many extenuating circumstances. It is since re ly 
to be hoped that this may be so, that whatever 
may have been his faults, they may be ascribed 
more to the waywardness of youth, "than to any 
natural depravity of character, and that a future 
of honor to himself, his friends and the communi- 
ty, is yet in store for him. — Courier and Enq. 

Mr. Joseph Savage, says the Boston Journal, 
who has made extensive historical and genealog- 
ical researches, stated, at a meeting of the Mas- 
sachusetts ElWukal Society some time since 
that he had discovered no record of a marriage 
performed by a clergyman in New England prior 
to 16H0. except in (ieorge's Province, by a cler- 
gyman of the Church of England. The state 
uient elicited some discussion. It was accounted 
for bv the fact that marriage was considered bv 
the Puritans to be a civil contract, and not a re- 
ligious rite. In abjuring the forms and ceremo- 
nies of the Established Church as offshoots of 
Pop»ry, the marriage sacrament was also aban- 
doned. Winthrop's History of New England 
contain* the following: "1*M7, 4, 4th day, Gth 
month. There was a marriage to be solemnized 
at Boston. The bridegroom being of Hingham, 
Mr. Hubbard's church, he was procured to preach, 
and came to Boston to tbatena. But the magis- 
trates, hearing of it, sent to him to forlamr. The 
reasons were: 1. For that hi* spirit had been dis- 
covered to be averse to our ecclesiastical and 
civil government; and he was a !■■■!: man and 
would speak bis mind. % We were not willing 
to bring in the English custom of ministers per- 
forming the solemnities of marriage, which ser- 
mons at such times mitrhr indue**; btri if any 
ministers were present, and would bestow a word 
of exhortation, &c, U waa permitted."
